DENVER '/Pi —> President Eisen­ 
hower appealed today to the people 
of Russia and other Iron Crtuain 
countries to Join Americans tomor­ 
row in a day of prayer for world 
peace as “the true cure” for war- 
breeding tensions. 
In a message beamed to the 
Soviet Union and its satellites over 
the powerful radio facilities of the 
Voice of America, the President 
said; 
“ May the w’orld be ringed with 
an act of faith so strong as to 
annihilate the cruel, artificial bar­ 
riers erected by little men between 
the people who seek peace on earth 
through the Divine Spirit.” 
Broadcast Appeal 
Voice of America transm itters 
began broadcasting Eisenhower's 
appeal worldwide at 8 a m., EST, 
today—with special emphasis on 
reaching people of the Iron Curtain 
countries. 
The National Day of Prayer for 
Peace being observed in the United 
States tomorrow was provided for 
in a resolution passed by Congress 
and approved by the President. 
Eisenhower 
himself 
will 
attend 
chapel services at Lowry Air Force 
Base here tomorrow morning to 
pray for peace. 
Here is the text of the Presi­ 
dent’s new plea directed particu­ 
larly to the peoples of the Iron 
Curtain nations: 
“ In common with religious peo­ 
ple everywhere, we in America 
know that the true cure for the 
tensions that threaten and too often 
Droduee war lies not in guns and 
bombs but in the spirits and minds 
of men. We are firm In the belief 
that faith is the mightiest force 
that man has at his command. 
“ On 
September 
22nd 
we 
are 
therefore observing, with an act of 
faith, a National Day of Prayer. 
Throughout the United States of 
America, whatever our ancestry, 
whatever our religious affiliation, 
we aheil offer simultaneously to 
the Almighty our personal preyers or 
the deft’otion, wisdom and stam ina 
to work unceasingly for a Just and 
lasting peace for all mankind. 
“I most earnestly hope that men 
and women, boys and girls all 
over the world will join with us 
that day in that act of faith. May 
the many millions of people shut 
away from contact and communion 
with peoples of the free world Join 
their prayers with ours 
“ May the world be ringed with 
an act of faith so strong as to 
annihilate the cruel, artificial bar­ 
riers erected by little men between 
the peoples who seek peace on 
earth through the Divine Spirit.”

WOODS HOLE. Mass. UA—Mys­ 
terious "clocks” operating in living 
things are a challenge to some of 
the scientists at the Marine Bio­ 
logical Laboratory here. 
Certain humans can "set mental 
clocks” to waken at a certain time 
of morning. How do their clocks 
work? 
Many kinds of living things be­ 
have as though regulated by inner 
or biological 
clocks 
ticking 
off 
time with amazing accuracy. 
Studies Crab* 
Take fiddler crabs, the inch- 
long ones named because of their 
fiddle - holding shape They are 
being studied by Dr. Frank A. 
Brown Jr., Northwestern Univer­ 
sity, who spends his summers here. 
At dawn or Just before, they turn 
dark in color, the better to run on 
dark beaches where they live. At 
night they turn pearly - gray in 
color. Is it just a response to sun­ 
light or lack of it? 
No, Dr. Bro wa finds, for if the 
crabs are kept in a photographic 
dark room, under a steady amount 
of light and temperature, they will 
still change color at dawn and 
dusk, telling time as well as a 
man-made clock. 
Respond lo Tides 
The crabs respond to tides, too, 
turning darkest at low tide. Even 
in the closed room they will change 
color according to actual high and 
low tides on the beaches where 
they once lived. They are perfect 
tide charts. 
Fiddler crabs from two different 
beaches, where the times of high 
or low tides are different, will obey 
the 
tide 
chart 
for 
their 
own 
beaches, though living far from 
home. 
They show a 24-hour change for 
the sun rvcle, a 12’rhour change 
for the tide cycle* In tide, they are 
obeying a moon or lunar cycle, j 
for the moon is a main controller 
of earthly tides. 
Observed In Humana 
Is their biological clock some­ 
thing which Is built-in, running at 
constant speed according to me­ 
tabolism or the speed of their life 
cycles? Or is it governed by phys­ 
ical 
forces 
connected 
with 
the 
earth’s rotation, perhaps by some 
force which man doesn’t yet know 
can affect living things? 
Rhythms and cycles are ob­ 
served in many kinds of human 
behavior, even in economic cycles. 
Mental patients are reported to 
show swings of improvement or 
worsening 
with 
phases 
of 
the 
moon. Is it really the moon affect­ 
ing them? Do the rhythms in hu­ 
man behavior have any connection 
with 
biological clocks of some

LONDON (AV-France’s Western 
Allies took a long, cautious look 
today at her new plan to rearm 
West Germany. Two leading Brit­ 
ish newspapers termed It at least 
a starting point for the nine-power 
talks opening in London next week. 
There was no immediate official 
reaction to the proposals, outlined 
by French Prem ier Pierre Mendes- 
France yesterday in a speech be­ 
fore the European Consultative As­ 
sembly at Strasbourg. They in­ 
cluded tieing West Germany in a 
tight European alliance that would 
limit the fighting forces of all 
member states and control their 
arms production. 
In Washington, a State Depart­ 
ment spokesman said the French 
plan Is being studied but no com­ 
ment would be made immediately.

of the decline which m ight be ex­ 
pected.

By 1940 Hie estim ate had been 
revised upward to over 113-trillion, 
and at the end of World W ar II 
it stood at 150-trillion.

Organized Labor Plans To 
Seek Control Of U. S. House 


LOB ANGELES (JU — The Amir* 
lean Federation of Labor opened its 
annual convention Monday on a 
political keynote that organised Labor 
cannot win the United States Sen­ 
ate in the November elections, but 
may carry the Hou*e. 
An advance report by the AFL's 
Executive Council conceded there 
is “little likelihood of having a 
clear, pro-labor majority in the 
Senate after this year’s election.” 
But the AFL’s top governing 
group was highly hopeful of some 
labor gains in the Senate, where 
only a third of the members are 
up for election, and in the House, 
where 
all 
members 
face 
the 
voters. 
“Good Chance" 
“There is an exceptionally good 
chance,” the council’s report said, 
“for labor to make substantial 
gains in this election if the workers 
of the country can be prevailed 
upon to register and vote in full 
strength in what is generally re­ 


garded ai- an off-year election.” 
The convention was to hear an 
opening address by AFL President 
George Meany and an afternoon 
speech by the labor spokesman of 
the Eisenhower administration, La­ 
bor Secretary Jam es P. Mitchell. 
A demand for a 35-hour week — 
to replace the present 40-hour week 
provided in the wage hour lawf — 
was proposed by the AFL council 
to the convention as a way of 
spreading work to combat the un­ 
employment situation. 
The council also called on the 
convention to ask Congress to in­ 
crease the law’* present 75 cent-an- 
[ hour minimum wage to $1.25 to 
fatten worker incomes and aug­ 
ment consumer purchasing power. 
Unemployment Prbblem 
Unemployment was labelled bv 
the AFL council as labor's number 
one problem. The AFL leaders 
told tile convention's 700 delegates 
that the nation’s jobless probably 
totals more nearly five million

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Gas Customer Comes First 
in Testing Laboratories Of 
American Gas Association 
As early as 1903 the gas indus­ 
try 
recognised 
that 
customers 
come first; that they should be 
protected in every way possible 
when they buy and use gas ap­ 
pliances. Ever since, the industry 
baa policed its own ranks, has 
standardised requirements for all 
appliances so that they would give 
the ultimate performance to the 
homemaker. 
For many years following the 
early part of this century, various 
gas industry committees worked on 
standardization of requirements. 
Over and above governing commit­ 
tee*. the separate utility compa­ 
nies aet up their own appliance test­ 
ing laboratories and requirements 
to protect the gas appliance user. 
And to this day, many gas utility 
companies require the manufactur­ 
er to meet their own separate 
standards of safety, durability and 
performance in addition to those of 
the American Gas Association. 
However, to give full protection 
to customers, the need was recog­ 
nized for a central clearing house 
to standardize all safety and use 
requirements for gas appliances. 
Testing Labs 
In 1952. the American Gas Asso­ 
ciation's Testing Laboratories were 
established in Cleveland, Ohio, and 
to give faster testing service to 
western area manufacturers of gas 
appliances, a branch laboratory 
was founded in Los Angeles, Cali­ 


fornia, in 1980, 
The American Gas Association’s 
testing laboratories in Cleveland 
and Los Angeles make literally, 
tens 
thousands of tests a year 
(rn gas ranges, refrigerators, water 
heaters, garbage incinerators, laun­ 
dry dryers, house heating units, 
space heaters and air conditioning 
systems. 
These are the gas appliances for 
the home. Tests are also made on 
conversion burners, hotel, hospital 
and restaurant equipment, thermo­ 
stats, valves and other type* of 
equipment. 
Trots Are Tough 
A gas range, to mention one ap­ 
pliance, is not merely inspected 
and given the A.G.A. Seal of Ap­ 
proval. Every inch of the range is 
gone over. Altogether 600 Individ­ 
ual tests are made before a ga* 
range is stamped with the A.O.A. 
Seal of Approval. 
The 
laboratories' 
test* 
are 
tough. For example, the gas valve 
on the front panel of a range Is 
turned on 10.000 times. 
If the 
valve works after this test, then 
that part of the range is passed 
Otherwise it goes back to the 
manufacturer for modification.

Layer cake* are baked four at 
a time to determine whether heat 
is evenly distributed over every 
inch of the oven.

Laboratory technicians mark the 
outside panel of a gas range door 
with black crayon checkerboard 
design and with instruments called 
thermocouples, Heat radiation from 
each four-inch square is recorded. 
Th!* test is to find out whether the 
oven door is insulated properly so 
that heat doesn't escape from the 
oven. 
Automatic gas water heaters are 
equipped with thermostats to con­ 
trol the high hot water tempera­ 
tures needed for laundering, clean­ 
ing and other household chorea. 
To make sure that the customer 
gets the hot water needed at the 
exact temperature called for, the 
water heater thermostats are thor­ 
oughly tested over and over again.

Blame Hand-Me-Down Shoes 
For Child s Foot Troubles 
(Associated Pres* Women’s Editor) 
“But surely Junior doesn’t need 
shoes AGAIN. Ho just got a new 
pair last month!” 
That’s a bit of dialogue repeated 
regularly in most American home*, 
as harried parents try to stretch 
the budget to keep up with the 
startling growth of their children’* 
feet. 
It’s also a fact that may as well 
be faced. From the ages of 2 to 6, 
children’s feet grow a half size every 
lour to eight weeks. From 6 to IO, 
you can expect to buy new shoes 
every eight to 12 weeks. From IO 
to 12. shoes may last four months 
if you’re lucky. From 12 to 15 the feet 
often are still growing at the rate 
of a size every four to five months. 
And even after 15. some youngsters 
continue to need a larger shoe size 
every six months. 
This may be a depressing pros­ 
pect, but there it is. And doctors 
ara constantly warning parent* of 
the importance of properly fitted 
shoe* for young and growing feet. 
A recent survey showed that al- 
moit 80 per cent of American young­ 
ster* from 5 to 18 years of age suf­ 
fer from some kind of foot ill* 
ranging from weak arches to ham­ 
mer to s. Doctors who took part in 
the study concluded that the feet 
of modern children are probably in 
worse shape than Grandpa’s were 
when he used to hike three or four 
miles every day to the little red 
schoolhouse. 
The greatest enemies of healthy 


feet, the medics emphasized, are out­ 
grown shoe* and hand-me-down*. 
TTiey pointed out that a/l of chil­ 
dren’s foot troubles stem directly 
from—or are aggravted by—out­ 
grown shoe*. They also frowned on 
hand-me-downs, which force the 
soft bones of the unformed foot into 
the foot shape of the previous wear­ 
er. Presumably, even the greater use 
of hand-me-downs in Orandpa’s day 
wa* offset by lot* of walking. 
Your boy or girl will be 12 before 
the general structure of the foot is 
formed. 16 by the time the bones 
start their hardening process and 
nearly 30 before the development 
of the big toe bone and vita! weight- 
supporting heel bone is finally com­ 
plete. 
This mean* 30 years of shoes, from 
soft leather playpen trainers to 
•choolday Oxfords and college prom 
pumps, which leave an indelible 
stamp on your child'* posture, gait 
and general health. That’s why 
pediatrists stress the fact that reg­ 
ular visits to the shoe store are as 
important as regular sessions with 
the dentist. 
You can’t depend on Junior to tell 
you when his shoes are too small. 
either. The average child la able to 
force his feet into shoes that are a 
size or two too small without pain, 
because of the softness and pliability 
of hsl foot bons structure. Even 
though he feels no discomfort, con­ 
striction may be forvlng his foot 
bones out of shape and laying the 
foundation for future foot Ills. 


At one school, K of the pupils 
were found to be wearing shoes from 
a half to three size* too small—yet 
only one child complained that his 
feet hurt. He wa* wearing size 4 Vi A 
shoes on feet that measured 6 4 B. 
Even if Junior doesn’t outgrow his 
shoes every few weeks, he probably 
will wear them out almost as fast. 
A normally active child walks, runs, 
skips and jumps about 12 miles dally 
—and that uses up shoe leather. 
How can you be sure that your 
child’s feet are adequately shod? 
Specialists lay down these rules: 
I. Check hi* shoe and foot size 
every few weeks, and plan on a shoe- 
buying schedule based on the aver­ 
age rate of foot growth. 
3. Be sure the shoes you buy axe 
correctly fitted in a reliable store. 
3. For everyday wear, the chil­ 
dren's shoes recommended by most 
doctors are laced leather oxfords, 
with supple uppers and flexible 
leather soles. They point out that 
the fibrous structure of leather per­ 
mits the foot to “breathe.” 
Doctors also decry the current fad 
for flimsy soft-soled play shoes and 
sneakers for every day school wear. 
You wouldn't expect the mailman to 
start out on hi* rounds in a pair of 
house slippers. Yet many mothers 
allow their children to start out on a 
12-mile day of strenuous play in 
flimsy play shoes which offer no 
more protection than bedroom slip­ 
pers. 
Specialists say that shoes which 
do not provide sufficient protection 
and support for growing feet result 
in weakening the arch structure, 
which in turn causes an inward- 
turning of the ankle bone. This af­ 
fects both posture and gait. and is a 
sure forerunner of painful foot trou­ 


bles In later years, when tile bones 
calcify. 
Mothers may get a picture of the 
condition of their children's feet by 
examining their shoes. If wear cov­ 
ers the entire covers the entire sole 
area, with the greater wear evid­ 
enced along the margin of the sole, 
the shoe fits correctly. The heel, 
also, should be worn along the outer 
edge. If the front part of tho sole 
shows excessive wear, the shoes art 
too short. If wear Is heavier on the 
inner margins of heel and sole, this 
indicates a weak arch, with the ankle 
bone turning In and throwing too 
much weight on the Inside of the 
foot. 
The recommended shoe wardrobe 
for toddler or teen-ager consists of 
three pair of leather shoes—two for 
every-day wear and one for dress-up 
occasions. Specialists advise that 
children should not wear the same 
pair of shoes every day, but that 
wear should be alternated, giving the 
shoe* a chance to air out between 
wearing*. 
The price paid for shoes does not 
necessarily indicate quality and good 
fit. You do not have to pay a 
premium for good leather and cor­ 
rect fit if you patronize a reliable 
shoe store. 
Never buy a pair of shoes for your 
child without taking him along to 
try them on. You cannot go by the 
size of his current pair of shoes, as 
children’s feet will grow two sizes in 
a few months, sometimes they will 
stay the same size for th# aam* per­ 
iod. The only way to be sure la to 
have hi* feet measured for each new 
pair of shoes. 
The feet should always be mea­ 
sured when the child is standing up, 
so that his weight is on the feet. 
Each foot should be measured in­ 
dividually for length, width and 
thickness through the arch. Cor­ 
rect length allows % inch leeway be­ 
tween the longest toe and the end of 
the shoe. Correct width allows the 
upper leather across the top of the 
toes to be pinched slightly between 
the fingers. The heel base should 
be bought in a size that fits the 
larger of the child’s two feet— often 
the feet are not the same alae. The 
inside of the new shoe also should 
be examined for ridges or seams 
which might chafe or irritate young 
feet. 
Don’t be misled by the over­ 
enthusiastic sales clerk who, in res­ 
ponse to your insistence on correct 
fit for your child, inform* you that 
new shoes need 
"breakin* In” 
Shoes that fit correctly should be 
comfortable from the sun. 
Let your child walk around the 
store in the new shoes before you 
hand over your money. Slipping, 
pinching or discomfort of any sort 
indicates a poor fit or inferior con­ 
struction. 
If your daughter rebels against 
the laced leather oxford—as most of 
them do when they reach Junior- 
high age—try to find a shoe which 
has the style features to please her, 
but which still offers sufficient sup­ 
port for a growing foot. Manufac­ 
turers have anticipated the style- 
consciousness of the sub-teens, and 
offer a wide choice of pumps, saddle 


shoes, moccasins and party shoes in 
vari-colored leathers with a "grown­ 
up” look which still have good leath­ 
er soles and adequate arch support.

IN LITTLESTOWN 


Better cold weather gas pres- 
•tires for L ittlestown gas consum­ 
ers w ll result from a $30,200 pipe­ 
line project completed in August 
by the gas company. 
Julian N 
Estep, m anager for 
M anufacturers 
Light 
and 
Heat 
Company, said the work involved 
replacing over a mile of distribu­ 
tion main with larger 6-:nch pipe. 
The new main was laid on King 
St and Queen St from Rita M arie 
Ave. 
to the east 
borough 
line. 
Estep said the Job is the latest 
phase in an im provement program 
which has been underway since 
I960 to provide better service to 
Littlestown. 
Three Projects 
In 1950-61, M anufacturers com ­ 
pleted three 
m ajor 
projects—in­ 
volving 21 miles ot new pipelines 
at a cost of $525,000—to increase 
its capacity to supply gas in Adams 
Countv. 
While all those Jobs benefited 
Littlestown, the most direct bene­ 
fits cam e from the new m easuring 
station and three-m ile pipeline in­ 
stalled for the community in 1951 
at a cost of $87,000 
Until 1951. 
when that new 6-inch feeder line 
was placed in service, consumers 
in Littlestown had been depend­ 
ent solely 
on 
a massier J-inch 


line piping gas Into the commu- 
I nity. 
Because of rising fuel demands 
from families using gas for heat- 
j tag, the old line could not handle 
enough gas to m aintain good pres­ 
sures during severe cold weather. 
Mr. Estep pointed out that be- 
tween 1945 and the end of 1953 
the ratio of gas heat users to total 
residential consum ers in Littles- 


I town jumped from one of 12 to 
nearly every other custom er. “To 
m eet those greater dem ands we 
delivered to Littlestown last year 
('seven times more gas than we had 
been called upon to supply our 
custom ers there just eight years 
earlier.” he said. 
“ The present 
$30,200 project is designed to re ­ 
place 
Littlestown’* 
distribution 
m ain with new, larger pipe that 
is big enough to handle those in­ 
creased volumes of gas during the 
coldest days of the y ear.” 
Gas Source* 
Littlestown^ two feeder lines re- 
I ceive 
their gas 
from 
a 
6-inch 
transm ission 
line. 
That 
trans­ 
mission line extends from Manu­ 
facturers' big m ultiple pipeline net­ 
work near M ercersburg east to the 
20-inch Coatesville line. The Coates­ 
ville line ties Into Atlantic 
Sea­ 
board's pipeline near the Pennsyl­ 
vania-Maryland border.
